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1 . The drawings filed 10/31/2008 are objected to as failing to comply with 37 
CFR 1 .84(p)(4) because reference character "24" has been used to designate both a 
fluid conduit in figures 1-7 and an air conduit in figures 17-21 . Additionally, reference 
character "26" has been used to designate both an air conduit in figures 1-7 and a liquid 
conduit in figures 17-21 . Like parts should be referred to with like numerals in the 
separate figures and embodiments as stated on page 10, lines 9-10. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as 
either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121 (d).

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 
reference character "24" has been used to designate both a fluid conduit on pages 4 
and 5 and an air conduit on page 10. Additionally, reference character "26" has been 
used to designate both an air conduit on pages 4 and 5 and a liquid conduit on page 10. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

3. The substitute specification filed 10/31/2008 has not been entered because it 
does not conform to 37 CFR 1.125(b) and (c) because: None of the facsimiles 
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contained a complete copy of the substitute specification wherein a complete copy 
would need to be pieced together from the separate facsimiles. It is requested that 
Applicant submit a complete substitute specification in a single submitted paper. It is 
noted that one of the scanned papers marked REM contains a complete copy of the 
annotated copy of the substitute specification. Therefore, Applicant only needs to 
supply a complete copy of the actual substitute specification in a single submitted 
paper. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 10,11 and 42-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. Claims 10 and 11 are independent 
claims that are written in dependent claim format. However, there is no parent claim. 
Also, in claims 10 and 1 1 , there is no clear antecedent basis for "the cylindrically 
shaped wall", "the second air inlet", "the second end", "the cylindrical wall" and "the first 
end". Claims 42-49 are incomplete claims because they depend from a cancelled 
claim. Since the scope of claims 42-49 cannot be determined they are not further 
treated on the merits. 

6. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

7. Claims 10 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Cudaback 4,708,1 71 . Cudaback discloses a closure with a cylindrical wall 21 , a solid 
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continuous top at 31 with a portion of the side wall removed near the top at 53 to define 
an air inlet. In regard to claim 1 1 , the wall 21 has an enlarged diameter first end 36 and 
a reduced diameter second end 29. 

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
